Good news from New York! The business 
men,—the merchants, bankers, capitalists, — 
all who are interested in maintaining a steady 
standard of values and dread a revulsion in 
the present growth of confidence and re- 
sumption of prosperous times, have been 
fully aroused at last to the danger threatened 
by the success of Tammany Hall and a 
“Solid South” in their efforts to obtain 
possession of the Government. It has been 
left for the Democratic merchants and bank- 
ers of New York to strike the key-note of 
the campaign.. The special significance of 
the address which they have recently issued 
commending Harrs and Wuereruer to the 
support of the business men of the country 
is to be found in the fact that most of them, 
like Jonn Jacop Astor, Moszs TarLon, and 
James Lennox, have been in high-standing 
in the Democratic party. They would not 
have receded from their partisan faith at this 
time if there were not good reaso#f for it. 
That reason is, in brief, that, while the 
Democratic politicians have been howling 
for a change with a view to the 60,000 offices 
they want to occupy, the solid business men 
of the country want no change. 

Such a change as the Democratic party of- 
fers to the business men of this country in- 
volves the impairment of the public credit, 
the depreciation of the United States bonds, 
the disturbance of values, and a revival of all 
the uncertainties, the misgivings, and rest- 
lessness which legitimate business men dread. 
The Democratic party is essentially a specu- 
lative party from head to foot. Torx the 
present head has always been a speculator, 
and has speculated upon the misfortunes of 
others. The loss of the stockholders has 
been his personal gain in all the corpora- 
tions which he has Mianipulated. His fol- 
lowers are all speculators. The conspicuous 
politicians are speculating on the possession 
of the offices ; the scurvy ones are speculating 
on the campaign moneys he has put out. The 
Tammany crowd in New York are speculating 
on bigger game than they had when they 
plundered that city, and the Solid South is 
speculating on its opportunities for reim- 
bursing itself, in one way and another, for the 
losses of the wicked war it brought about. 
Mr. TizpEn’s letter on the Southern claims, 
instead of allaying the apprehension, has 
only served to arouse the business men to a 
realizing sense of the danger. They do not be- 
lieve that he, to paraphrase his own dictum, 
will be able to rise superior to his pafty,—a 
party of speculators. The South is longing 
for a grand system of improvements at the 
national expense. The Southern people 
want to see things. booming with them 
as they boomed at the North for a few 
years after the War. They want railroads 
built for them. They want canals built for 
them. They want their rivers and harbors 
improved. Their demands cannot be satis- 
fied without an inflation of the currency and 
the depreciation of the national credit. They 
don’t care anything about this natfbnal 
credit, dut the business men of the North do.

The business men ef the country, whether 
Democratic or Republican in their political 
affiliations, do not want any change in the 
policy which has brought about these results. 
They prefer to trust its continuance to the 
party that has heretofore maintained it rather 
than experiment with a party beset by hun- 
gry politicians and greedy North 
and South. The business men of New York 
City have subordinated all partisan consider- 
ations to this common and vital interest in 
the commercial prosperity which rests upon 
the political honesty, national integrity, and 
conservative administration of the Govern- 
ment.

TILDEN’S GOVERNMENTS. 

The strongest appeal that has been made 
in favor of Tom is that he has always 
been a practical reformer, and, while this 
claim has been over and over exposed as 
fallacious, and while it has been shown that 
he never by word or deed, official or private, 
has reformed or attempted to reform any 
abuse or evil in any form, it is persistently 
urged that he will reform many things. 
We wish now to call the attention 
of those who think favorably of Inu as a 
reformer to the practical results of his polit- 
ical rule. Mr. Inno has been at 
head of New York politics for thirty years. 
The political supremacy of the ocracy 
in New York City begun in 1844. Since 
that time the Democratic party has had ab- 
solute and unbroken control of thg City of 
New York. They have ruled the city with- 
out restraint. Tammany Hall, under the 
lead and guidance of Ino, has had the 
control of the Government of New York 
City and of Brooklyn continuously for a 
quarter of a century. These two municipal- 
ities have now a population of a million and 
a half of people; the annual tax exceeds 
$35,000,000, and the debt is equal to $200,- 
000,000. Mr. Brians in his speech thus 
presented the condition of things in these 
two cities at the beginning and end of 
Democratic rule: . 

They [the Democrats] took that city from the old 
Whigs nearly thirty years ago. It was then a city 
of going on towards 400,000. It had all its pre- 
liminary improvements completed; it had its piers, 
its wharves, ite docks, its streets, its pavements, 
ite gas, ite water, its sewers; and it had no debt to 
speak of. It had some water-bonds, but the water- 
rents more than paid the interest on the bonds and 
made a einking-fund for their redemption. So, 
then, practically, New York was without debt, and 
it afforded, with its magnificent future, a basis of 
taxation for yielding a revenue outstripping the 
imaginations of Ormuz and Ind; and yet they have 
absorbed all that taxation and all the income that 


they have put on those two cities, New York and 
Brooklyn, a debt of more than $200, 000, 000. And 
the Democratic party in a quarter of a century have 
put a heavier debt on the two cities of this country 
where they have had undisputed sway than the 
United States Government paid when they settled 
the depts of the Revolutionary War and when they 
fought Great Britain in the War of 1812. The War 
of the Revolution and the War of 1812—I want to 
repeat that—-did not cost the Government of the 
United States as much as the Democratic party 
have cost the Cities of Brooklyn and New 
York in the last twenty-five years. Now, 
it would be a handsome thing to trans- 
fer that Government to Washington. The 
people of this country are hankering for just a lit- 
tle experience of that sort. Why, there is no such 
city in the world in the way of oppressive taxation 
as exists in the City of New York to-day. You 
people in Chicago can afford to put your hands in 
your pockets and laugh at it. It isa great grist to 
your mill. If they are obliging enough to destroy 
New York you can stand by and laugh. And they 
are doing it. They have made taxation so heavy 
and ruinous, so high, and the expenses of doing 
business so enormous, that you cannot even im- 
port from New York. You don't to-day in your 
direct importations. You do not dare to bring a 
cargo from New York. Isn't that so? You bring 
them around by Philadelphia, and Boston, and 
Baltimore, and through the Canadas. Anything, 
any way to avoid New York. It would be better to 
send them around the Cape of Good Hope and 
come dy San Francisco and home over the Pacific 
Railway. There is no instance in history like it. 
Every man, woman, and child in that city has got 
a mortgage on them of $175, and, as I have often 
said before, since Ihave begun to speak to this 
enormous crowd, the little baby that has come 
mewling and crying into New York, into this sinful 
world through that most sinful portal ot it, comes 
mewling and crying with a Democratic mortgage 
around its little neck of $175. It will take more 
money topay the mortgage on that baby for the 
firet five years of its life than it will to buy the 
clothing. 

This statement of the mortgage which Mr. 
Trou and his party has imposed upon 
New York and Brookjyn is $175 per head 
of the entire population, or equal to $1,000 
for each legal voter in the two cities. As- 
suming that there is an average of one 
family to each legal voter, we have a mort- 
gage of $1,000 imposed by Tizpzn and his 
associates upon the labor and earnings and 
income of each family in New York City and 
Brooklyn. This mortgage bears an annual 
interest of 7 per cent, so that the actual 
burden imposed by the great Reformer is 
$70 a ycar on each family to pay interest on 
the mortgage which has been executed by 
Tux and his friends. The most melan- 
choly reflection upon this condition of affairs 
is, that there is nothing to show for this 
debt. New York had ber water, paved 
streets, sewers, and docks before this 
debt was begun. The cost of Central 
Park has been partly incurred since 
then, but might have been wholly paid 
for out of the enormous annual taxation. 
But while the taxation has gone on 


increasing annually, the sale of bonds was

The evil of Tunm's manner of Govern- 
ment has not been confined to the Cities of 
Brooklyn and New York. The example has 
found imitators in all parts of the country. 
Every gang of corruptionists in every other 
city, inspired by the success of Tons 
policy and management in New York, has 
attempted, with more or less success, the 
same business. It is to TD and Tamma- 
ny Hall that the country is indebted for the 
policy under which the municipal debts of 
the United States have been swollen to their 
present magnitude. He taught them how 
to get money to spend by selling bonds. 
Under this ruinous Tammany system the 
municipal bonds and indebtedness in Illinois 
is now about $50,000,000, and, had it not 
been for the new Constitution, would have 
been twice that sum. That policy, so suc- 
cessfully practiced in New York and imitat- 
ed elsewhere, has placed a mortgage on ev- 
ery man's - homestead, lot, farm, live stock, 
and implements of trade,—a mortgage which 
is a present enormous tax for interest, 
and which it will take sevegl generations to 
pay off and discharge. 

We submit whether TDI success as a 
manager of political Government during the 
twenty-five years of his rule in New York 
and Brooklyn is of that character which 
commends him and his friends of Tammany 
Mall as the men who are to reform the 
abuses of Government, reduce expenditures, 
reduce taxation, and put the administration 
of the Government on a wise, economic, and 
reformed basis ?

THE LAST POLAR EXPEDITION. 

The British Arctic expedition has returned, 
having failed, as hasevery other of the nu- 
merous expeditions that within the past two 
centuries has been sent out to make the long- 
sought Northwest Passage from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. The vessels that went out upon 
this expedition—the Alert and the Discovery 
—were by all odds the stanchest and best 
equipped that ever sailed for the Arctic 
seas on voyage of discovery. Both were 
steamers of the most approved model, and 
equipped with powerful engines so as not to 
be dependent upon ontingencies of wind 

tide. They were fitted out with every 
contrivance that ingenuity and experience 
could suggest and money buy to provide for 
the comfort and safety of those on board. 
Besides being loaded down with supplies, 
they were accompanied by a third ship with a 
full cargo of supplies, which was discharged 
at Disco, where a depot was established, The 
expedition was under command of Capt. 
Nanrs, one of the best officers in the British 
navy, and an experienced Arctic navigator. 
The crews were selected from among a large 
number of men who had sailed the Arctic 
seas, and back of all was the British Govern- 
ment ready todo all that could be done to 
insure the success of the expedition it sent 
out. 

The expedition sailed from Portamouth on 
the 29th of May, 1875, with the expectation 
that during the summer of that year the 
Alert and her consort could steam to the 
pole. But with all the resources at his 
command and concentrating these upon one 
vessel, the Alert, Capt. Nan found it im- 
possible to penetrate further north than 
the 82d parallel. From there a detachment 
was dispatched northward over the ice by 
sledges. But such were the obstacles en- 
countered that in seventy days they succeed- 
ed in penetrating ome degree and twenty 
minutes further northward, though traveling 
200 miles to accomplish it, when they reach- 
ed 83 deg. 20 min. north, and were within 
400 miles of the pole. They found ice 150 
feet thick ; the temperature for a fortnight 
was 59 below; once it fell to 104 below the 
freezing point, being the most intense cold 
ever experienced by human beings,—at least 
by any who survived to report the fact. 
There were times when the sledge party 
could not advance one mile per day through 
the towering walls formed by the lapping of 
the great ice-ledges. The sufferings of this 
party were intense. Prrzrson, the interpret- 
er, died from frost-bite. Three others died 
on the sledging expedition, and the survivors 
who reached the ship, after terrible suffering, 
returned only to report the impossibility of 
reaching the pole or of working the North- 
west Passage. The expedition settles that 
there is no open Polar Sea, that President 
Land, laid down upon the maps of Capt. 
HALL,, does not exist, and that the Northwest 
Passage does not exist. 4 

The expedition passed beyond the verge 
animal life. In those icy solitudes was nei- 
ther bird nor beast, not even the polar bear, 
nor the Arctic fox, nor the seal, wereto be 
found, while they were far beyond any tribe 
of the Esquimaux. Yet there were discov- 
ered coal fields, showing indubitably that in 
the vast cycles of the past, so many ages ago 
that the imagination can scarce comprehend 
it, the temperature there was warm enough, 
from the earth's internal fires, for centuries 
upon centuries’ growth of the ferns, which ii 
other great cycles were transformed into the 
coal. The chief result of the expedition, 
however, is to demonstrate that the open 
Polar Sea, and the Polar Continent, and the 
Northwest Passage are myths; and that the 
periling of life in bootless Arctic explorations 
should cease. |

DEMOCRATIC ILLITERACY. 

Mr. Bran, in his recent speech in this 
city, presented a vital point in American 
politics to his audience in his discussion 
upon the effects of Democratic illiteracy. 
We reproduce hig statement, as follows: 

There is another thing why 1 do not like the 
Democratic party. It has too large an amount of 
the ignorance of this country in it. Now, in a 
country depending for its government on universal 
suffrage, it is a very sad thought that nearly one- 
fourth of the voters cannot read or write. But 
that is a fact, and I am talking from the census, 
There are about 9,000,000 voters in this country, 
and there are 2,000,000 who cannot read or 
“write; and 1, 700, 000 of these 2, 000, 000 are in the 
Southern States. Now, I fancy my Democratic 
friends away off in the crowd say this: That 
comes of negro suffrage."’ Yes, it does, in part, 
because there are 600,000 negroes who cannot 
read; but the other 1,100,000 are white Demo- 


crates, every one of them. 

This estimate, based upon the census re- 
turns, shows that there are 300,000 voters in 
the North who cannot read or writ®. 1 
large number of illiterates, it is safe o esti- 
mate there are not 300 Republicans, leaving 
a solid mass of Democratic ignorance in the 
shape of over 299,000 voters, huddled into 
the large cities. The number of white men 
in the South voting th Democratic ticket, 
who comprise the Solid South, is, as will be 
seen, twice as iarge as that of the blacks, and 
their ignorance is all the more remarkable 
when the circumstances of the case are con- 
sidered, Thése whites were born free and 
are children of free parents. Their ances- 
tors, the first settlers in the South, were not 
illiterate men. On the other hand, they 
could not only read and write, but they 
prided themselves upon their culture. It 
was the policy, however, of the Democrats 
of the South during the existence of slavery 
to keep education out of the hands of every 
one but themselves. Those too poor to own 
slaves were debarred from education by the 
absence of any public school system, the 
slave-owners arguing that every person 
should educate his own children. The 
great mass of the poor whites, there- 
fore, not only never went to school, 
but they did not even perceive 
the necessity of going; since they were ac- 
customed to take their opinions from the 
dominant white class through the medium of 
bar-room talk and stump . Their 
minds were thus easily poisoned and filled 
with misconceptions of and prejudices 
towards the North, making them easy tools 
of the slaveholders during the War of the 
Rebellion, although they had no quarrel with 
the North and no interest in slavery. 

The blacks of the South have been free 
only about twelve years, and their illiteracy, 
therefore, is not remarkable. Education of 
a race is not attainable in this little handful 
of years; it is the work of generations. In 
this brief space of time, however, the freed- 
men have made earnest and commendable 
efforts to educate their children, which the 
whites have steadily opposed by burning the 
school-houses and ostracizing or driving off 
Northern school-teachers who have gone 
South to help elevate the blacks out of the:r 
ignorance and make them good citizens. 
They have done all they could to teach them. 
Where they have had control of State Gov- 
ernments, they have adopted the Northern 


school system and have vated and paid taxes 


to support it. It is not at all remarkable 
that the generation of blacks released from 
the tyranny of slavery is illiterate, but the 
young blacks are fast learning to read and 
write, except in places where the whites have 
gained controly which is more than can be 
said of the young whites. In all such places 
the first move of the whites has been either 
to close up or cripple the schools. The old 
caste feeling still operates, and is jealous of 
any measure that will prejudice its control 
of power. It cannot bear that poor men 
should receive education for fear that it may 
lose its influence over them. The same 
sentiment prevails in the North, only upon a 
much smaller scale. The Northern wing of 
the Democratic party is a faction of igno- 
rance. The sodden mass of Democratic voters 
in the North vote as they do because 
they have not the sense to vote 
any other way. They receive their opinions 
and their prejudices from the demagogues, 
and they do not act except as their actions 
are directed and controlled by demagogues. 
They are political serfs, owned, influenced, 
and manipulated by a few men who take ad- 
vantage of their ignorance to own their voters 
absolutely, and use them as pliant tools for 
any of their vile purposes. 

No thoughtful person can consider these 
facts without arriving at the conclusion that 
universal education must be one of the most 
powerful agencies in the restoration of com- 
plete harmony between the North and the 
South. Mr. WAxXLXI, the Republican can- 
didate for Vice-President, takes this view. 
Gov. Haves states it broadly in his letter of 
acceptance. The best thinkers in the Re- 
publican party have already arrived at the 
same conclusion. Education must be ex- 
tended and made more universal, especially 
in the South. Only when its illiterate 
classes learn to read and think for them- 
selves will the bitter projudices against the 
North be broken down. Is this result to be 
accomplished by placing Tammany Hall and 
the Democratic master-caste in power? 
What hope is there for the growth and 
propress of education with a party in power 
which has always put every possible obstacle . 
in its way, and which only controls ifs voters 
by virtue of their dense ignorance ?

Not only was their aid of vast consequence to the 
Union army, but their presence was a great help to 
the North. The draft was less in the Town of 
Warren because of these 200,000 men, if the draft 
was ever enforced here. When we came to make a 
peace establishment, it would have been an act as 
mean asa Southern Rebel Democrat can get their 
Northern allies to do--I cannot use astronger com-

Numerous and various efforts were made 
during the four years of the War to raise money 
to furnish soldiers in the hospitals witmedi- 
cine, food, clothing, and nurses. We do not re- 
member to have ever seen Mr. Tilden’s name 
attached to one of these subscription-lists. Pa- 
triotic citizens were frequently called upon to 
subscribe money for taking care of soldiers“ 
wives and children. We do not remember to 
have ever seen Mr. Tilden’s name attached to 
one of these subscription-lists. Necessity fre- 
quently demanded of citizens that they snould 
advance monzy to pay bounties to those who 
were willing to enlist to fight the battles of 
their country. We think that Mr. Tilden’s 
name cannot be found upon one of these lists. 

A record of individuals contributing to the 
expenses of the War, in any considerable 
amounts, was published in 1865, under the name 
of The Tribute-Book. It contains copies of 
every subscription-paper known to have been 
gotten up in the Northern States.

On April 17, 1861, a subscription-paper was 
started in New York to aid in sending forward 
the Seventh ent.

TILDEN’S PoLITIICS. 
HIS BECORD WRITTEN BY A PARTISAN. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Sparta, Wis., Sept. 16.—The following sketch 
of Mr. Tilden’s political views is taken mainly 
from Frank Leslie’s ‘‘ Tilden-Hendricks-Reform 
Popular Library” edition. See page 12: 

Mr. Tilden had arrived at the age of 18. His 
father’s house was the Democratic headquarters 
where the great leaders met to discuss the 
party issues. This was in the fall of the year 
1882. The political contest of that year was a 
battle of giants on both sides; for the strongest 
men of the country were not only enlisted in it, 
but they were transported with the flerceness 
of party passions.”” Mr. Tilden (the youthful 
statesman) listened to the discussions of 
the party leaders, summed up what he- had 
heard in a comparatively brief but exhaustive 
essay, Which pleased his father, as well as Mr. 
Van Buren, and it was published in the Albany 
Argus, filling half of one side of the paper. This 
address shaped the policy of the Democratic 
party, and fired the Democratic heart.” 

This was the year when John C. Calhoun’s 
nullification dogma had culminated. The or- 
dinance of nullification was passed Nov. 24, and 
signed by one hundred and forty members of 
the South Carolina ure; and all the 
measures were taken, which could be taken by 
legislation, to make South Carolina an inde- 
13 sovereignty.

Syecial Diapatch te The Tribune. 
Wasutneton, D. C., Sept. 28.—The Demo- 
cratic speakers boastfully point to the pretend- 
ed fact that the Bourbon House made very in- 
considerable appropriations for the payment of 
Southern claims.

** Whenever my duties call me away from the 
Custom-House, I am constantly fnsulted by 
jeers and curses from the so-called best 
young men of Charleston. No epithet is too 
obscene or low for them to apply to me.” 
It will be observed that these men 
who are seeking to provoke white 
and black Republicans into open quar- 
rel are not bummers, roughs, and rowdies, 
not the lower classes who hate negroes, but 
the chivalry of Charleston, young men of the 
oldest families, who boast of family trees, 
have blue blood in their veins, and look 
down upon the Northern mudsills as beneath 
their contempt. — 1. men who are not 
actuated by any impulse, who are 
not worked up with frenzy by political ora- 
tors, who are not led about like sheep by 
demagogues. They have coolly determined 
that the Republicans of that city shall be 
disfranchised, and that they will accomplish 
it by force.

as to voting, the importation 
of Kentucky Rebels, and other fraudulent 
The details of this plan, an effort 
to carry out which will undoubtedly be 
made, are as follow An organized band of 
600 of the worst roughs in Baltimore is en- 
rolled to attend the bogus Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Convention to be held at Indianapolis 
on the 5th of October, and its members to 
stay until election, avowedly to prevent the 
negroes of that city from repeating, but in 
reality to overawe the Republican voters and 
take possession of the polls. This gang, 
with which the effort will be made to carry 
out in a Northern city the tactics which have 
proved so successful in imore and Vicks- 
burg, includes the shoulder-hitters, plug- 
uglies, and other roughs of the chief city of 
Maryland. There are men among them who 
are now indicted for the worst of crimes,— 
men whose presence is always damgerous to 
the peace of the community, especially at a 
time of as much excitement as usually at- 
tends an election. 

The pretense upon which they are to be 
brought to Indianapolis is an absurd one. 
The Democrats of that city are not so few in 
number or so morally weak as to require the 
presence of 600 thieves, burglars, and mur- 
derers from Iltimore to protect them. If 
elections are to be carried in this way by 
wholesale importations of ballot-box stuffers 
and ifiers from an alien State, it 
would be well for the people of Indiana to 
renounce the right of and submit 
once for all to be governed some power 
lying outside their own borders. 

Prominent citizens of Baltimore have come 
West for the purpose of warning the Repub- 
lican State Committee of Indiana of this 
schemes. The name of all the mén engaged 
in it have been given, and the reception 
which the Baltimoreans will meet will be 
different from that which they expect. Al- 
though coming in the guise of soldiers and 
sailors, they will be apt to be received by the 
Sheriff and Chief of Police rather than by 
the other bogus soldiers who are to attend 
this colonization mass-meeting. | 

OHIO. 

The apathy that existed in the Republican 
ranks in Ohio until a week ago inspired the 
Democrats with high hopes of carrying the 
State by a “still hunt.” They pretend to 
believe they will win the October election. 
They rest their hopes upon reported defec- 
tions among the Germans in Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, and Toledo, and two or three other 
towns, and they point to the narrow majori- 
ty of 5, that Hares got over Au last 
fall on @ very full vote. They have also be- 
lieved the Republicans would continue 
to be comparatively careless, resting upon 
the idea that the State was perfectly safe for 
Hares against Tn in November, no mat- 
ter how it might vote in October. But 
within the past ten days the Republican 
leaders have got it throngh their heads at 
last that the loss of their State ticket in Octo- 
ber might cost Hayes the electoral votes 
of New York, Wisconsin, and Indiana in No- 
vember, and that they were periling every- 
thing by their laziness and fhdifference. 
They are at work now making up Jost time. 

We feel morally confident that Ohio will be 
carried by the Republicans on the 10th of 
October if the leaders properly improve the 
next ten days as they should, and that, too, 
by a majority which will stun the Tildenites 
from Boston to San Francisco. For the sake 
of avoiding disputes and contradictions, let

The New York Nation, with all the gravity 
of an owl at noonday, and with just about as 
much wisdom, propounds the following 
question: How is it that peace and order 
reign in the States in which the whites are 
in the majority ? (referring to the Southern 
States). We are ae little surprised that a 
paper which makes such large pretensions to 
sapiency, and which sets itself up as the 
final arbiter in all matters, should have 
asked a question that any child may answer. 
In the first place, it is not true that peace 
and order do reign in all the States where the 
whites are in the majority, as for instance in 
Texas, where no man, white or black, has 
any security for his life or property, and 
where, under Democratic rule, crime is un- 


to the rule of the majority, and take 
protection as the whites accordthem. The 
blacks are peaceabie, orderly, and law-abid- 
ing. That is the reason why peace and 
order reign in the States where the whites 
have the majority. 

The question which the Nation asks in- 
volves another question. As peace and order 
reign in the States where the whites have the 
majority, it implies that anarchy and disor- 
der reign in the States where the whites are 
in the minority. How this happens to bethe 
case is the question which the Nation should 
have asked, and, as this is a question which 
it is useless to expect the Nation to answer 
honestly, we will answer for it. Turbulence 
and bloodshed prevail in these States because 
the minority will not consent to be ruled by 
the majority. In every Southern State where 
the minority is composed of White-Leaguers, 
and Ku-Klux, and ex-Rebels, they will not 
. submit when honestly defeated. Not being 
able to accomplish their purposes by the bal- 
lot, they resort to the ballet.

Nation very well knows that there is not a 
village in the South containing 100 Repub- 
lican blacks and 50 Confederate whites in 
which the 50 armed whites are not assauit- 
ing and terrorizing the 100 unarmed and 
defenseless blacks. In Mississippi, the 
75.000 Confederates have crushed out the 
100,000 blacks by violence. In Louisiana, 
where the Confederates are in a minority of 
10,000, the same result has been secured by 
the same means. In South Carolina, where 
there are five Republicans te two Confeder- 
tuted, and the majority is held under by 
terroriam and estracism. All over the South, 
the Confederate minority, having the supe- 
rior intelligence, being powerfully armed, 
and having control of the courts, juries, 
sheriffs, and constabulary, are thus tyran- 
nizing over the majority, and this sufficiently 
accounts for the condition of things in the 
South as implied by the supercilious ques- 
tion of the Nation. That it should have 
asked such a question does not reflect credit 
upon its intelligence or its fairness.

JAMES LEROY, THE BLACKMAILER, VS. GOV. 
HAYES. 


In the Times of Saturday a letter from one of 
its reporters, dated Sparta, Wis., appeared, 
making certain absurd charges about Gov. Hayes 
while commander of the Twenty-third Ohio. 
The charges in substance are, that Nelson J. Le- 
roy, a private, placed $1,000 in Gen. Hayes’ 
hands for safe keeping just before the battle of 
Winchester, being his bounty money, back pay, 
etc.; that Leroy was killed in that engagement; 
that in 1868 a member of the regiment met Le- 
roy, Senior, in Wisconsin, and asked him if he 
had ever received that money which his son had 
intrusted to Gen. Hayes; that other soldiers 
subsequently told the same story to 
Leroy, stating the son had told them 
he had given Hayes the money; that the son 
had money when he left for his regiment; 
that in 1869 Leroy wrote to Hayes, who first 
replied that he had never received the money, 
and that the demand was a blackmailing one, 
but subsequently wrote under date of Nov. 16, 
1869, that he had had some of the boy’s money, 
but had returned it before the battle; and also 
that all efforts to obtain the back pay and 
bounty due Nelson Leroy’s “legal representa- 
tives” by the Government had been fruitless. 
This story was told with great ap- 
parent minuteness of detail, embellished 
with the affidavit of a person who believed 
Leroy had a considerable sum of money just be- 
fore he was killed, and had heard him say he 
gave it to Gen. Hayes for safe keeping. It also 
contained another affidavit which now appears 
to have been obtained under false pretenses and 
gave only a part of what the maker wanted to 
say.

He was entitled 
to $11 pay per month from the date of his en- 
listment to Aug. 6, 1861; to $18 per month 
from Aug. 6, 1861, to May 1, 1864; to $16 per 
month from May 1, 1864, to Sept. 19, 1864, the 
date of his death. He was entitled to $100 
bounty by reason of his two years’ service; to 
$2 premium for the month of his re- enlistment;

3. The records of the Treasury Deeartment 
show that Nelson J. Leroy received his monthly 
pay, up to the 30th April, 1864; that he received 
his $100 bounty, $2 premium, and 6110 of the 
$400 veteran bounty due him, and which was 
paid in two installments.

Frightened at what the 
had done, the negroes precipitately retre 
without further wrong or assault. Harley’s 
return home his wife’s story was heard. Mag- 
nified into that most terrible of all crimes, as- 
sault with intent to ravish, Harley soon had 
the le neighborhood in arma. in the mean- 
time the Longs bad gone to the nearest Justice 
of the Peace, a negro, and confessed to an as- 
sault with eae to rob (that is, take meal 
and bacon which they had earned with their own 
hands to keep their own wives and children 
from starving). Following upon the heels of 
this confession of the Longs came Harley with 
his weightier charge of assault with intent to 
commit rape. The Justice refused to 
issue a State warrant, for he felt that he was in 
possession of all the facts and that at most it 
could only be an aggravated case of assault and 
batterv, and in the temper of the Harley crowd 
it would be unsafe to apprehend the Longs. 
But with revolvers at his head, as he told your 
correspondent, he was compelled to issue the 
State’s warrant.
